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Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: Applicant argues that the final rejection dated October 10, 2006 is premature because it did not address the 
claim limitations in the amendment filed July 25, 2006. The examiner disagrees because the amended claims(correctly dated August 9, 
2006) were addressed as noted in the Response to Amendment heading of the 10/10/06 action: "Claims 1 ,3, and 6-25 are pending and 
claims 1 ,22, and 23 have been amended." Furthermore, page 4 of Pricescan is cited as evidence of the prior art disclosing the limitation 
in claim 1; "Distinguishing online providers from offline providers in said integrated list." Amended claims 22-23 recite substantially the 
same limitations of the method claim 1 as a medium and system, respectively, and are rejected under the same rationale. Applicant 
further argues that a previously amended limitation is discussed on page 3 of the final office action as a basis that the office action should 
non final. The examiner notes the discussed limitation is rioted because of the motivation to combine the teachings of Pricescan and 
Biswas. 

Furthermore, the newly amended limitation was discussed in the Response to Arguments and reasons for the cited passage of Pricescan 
were noted. The examiner disagrees with applicant's contention that the newly amended limitation was ignored, as it is expressly 
discussed. The examiner further notes page 12 of the Pricescan reference displaying a radio button allowing a user to sort items by price 
and then by a list of available stores. Clearly, Pricescan allows a user to distinguish an online provider from an offline provider with a 
store. 

Lastly, applicant argues that there is not motivation to combine the Pricescan and Biswas references. Motivation is cited on page 3 of the 
final office action as the entire disclosure of Biswas is directed towards allowing a user to choose a target location within a geographic 
area of interest. ,
